W. T. Plummer Says That He 
Shot Peter Lindsay in Self 
Defence 


HE LEFT LETTER 
TELLING OF ORIME 


Has Three Days’ Start of Police 
in Fleeing From 
Tustice 


With a clear three days’ start, Ww. 
1, Plummer, a former Texas man, and 
more recently a homesteader in the 
district thirty-five miles north of Fort 
Saskatchewan, is at present a fugitive 
from justice, he naving been declared 
by a coroner's jury to be the murderer 
of Peter Lindsey, a fellow home- 
steader, who was found dead last Fri- 
day afternoon, with a bullet hole 
through his breast. 

Coroner Forin, who left on Sunday 
for the scene of the crime, and held 
an inquest on Monday, rewurned ‘o 
Fort Saskatchewan last night, after 
investigating a case that presents 
many strange and sensational features. 
An extraordinary part of the case is 
the fact that the Mounted Police were 
not at first apprised that a murder 
had been committed, their information 
being merely that the man had been 
found dead. Thinking, therefore, that 
there was nothing of a serious nature 
to engage their attention, Coroner 
Forin and one Mounted Policeman 
went to the place, only to find that 
the unfortunate homesteader had been 
the victim of foul play and that his 
assailant had apparently succeeded 
in escaping for the time from the long 
arm of the law, The matter was of 
course soon set right at the Mounted 
Police headquarters in Edmonton, but 
by that time the murderer had had 
plenty of time to leave the country 
had he so desired, and it is likely that 
he is now far, far away from the scene 
of his dastardly deed. 

Lett Letter Telling of Shooting. 

Plummer, who has admitted — the 
crime, not only in @ letter he left be- 
hind, but also to others after the 
tragedy, has a wife and four children 
living on a homestead two miles from 
the Lindsey shack. The dead man 
is a Scotchman, and there has been 
bad blood between the two men for 
some time, according to the neighbors. 
Plummer, it seems, had never heard of 
the adage, “Neither a borrower nor 4 
len ier be,” or if he had heard of it he 
heeded it not, for quite a while ago 
he borrowed some money from Lind- 
sey. The latter, after a time, not re- 
ceiving payment, started in to try to 
collect the cash, and this seems to 
have led to all the trouble. The fact

AVIATOR BEACHY 
LOST HIS CONTROL 


Was Dipping His Machine in a 
Salute to Party Whom He 


Recognized

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Oct. 7—Miss 
Ruth Hildreth, aged 26, daughter of 
W. E. Hildreth of New York City, was 
killed, and her sister, Dorothy Hild- 
reth, aged 24, was perhaps fatally in- 
jured this afternoon in Hammonds- 
port, when Lincoln Beachey lost con- 
trol of a 100-horsepower aeropiane, 
and it swept a number of spectators 
off a platform from which they were 
watching the exhibition, Ruth Hild- 
reth fell upon a rock and her skull 
was fractured. Among those slightly 
hurt were Lieutenants Richardson and 
Bellinger of the United States navy 
aviation corps, and Beachey. 

The accident occurred near the 
head of the Lake Kueka, where 
Beachey is said to have planned to 
execute a somersault in the air, A 
big crowd had gathered for the exhi- 
bition and to gain a good view the 
Misses Hildreth and the navy officers 
climbed to the top of a small build- 
ing used as hangars by naval aviators. 

Beachey recognized the party and 
dipped his machine in salute. They 


waved, The aeroplane went to the 
end of the fieiG, turned and came 
back. When it was over the heads 


of the Hildreth party the machine was 
seen to dip. The aeroplane came so 
close to the party as to sweep all to 
the ground. The aeroplane careened 
wildly and plunged to the earth, un- 
seating the aviator and wrecking the 
machine. ‘ 

Beachey said that as he reached 
a point directly over the naval build- 
ing he momentarily lost control of his 
machine, his foot slipping from one 
of the controls. ‘The machine dipped 
and caught the party on the roof, 
throwing them to the ground, causing 
the machine to take a wild plunge.

| position of the province in view of the 
Privy Council’s decision was one of 
the most important features of the 
discussion, 

The progress of the bill in commit- 
tee is still slow. All that the House 
uccomplished yesterday was to pass 
the first two lines of the bill repealing 
the Chapter ® of the Statutes of Al- 
berta 1910—the act which the Privy 
Council's decision declared ultra vires. 
‘This originally formed part of the 
first clause of the bill, but the House 
agreed to make the repeal clause sep- 


arate. Clause 2 which ratifies and 
confirms the charter issued to the 
Alberta and Great Waterways Rail- 
way au.d also the guarantee of the 
commpaiy'’s bonds is still under dis- 


cussion.

‘SERIES GAME 


PROVES EXCITING; ATHLETICS DEFEAT GIANTS 6 TO 4 
‘Baker Makes Another Homes 


Crowd Not Nearly As Large As 
At Opening Game In 1912 
Collins Was Hero of the Game, M aking Brilliant Plays at Second 


Base and Hitting to Good Effect—Had Ten Difficult 
Cha nces 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—Outhitting and outfielding the New York Giants 
in the opening game of the world’s Series the Philadelphia Athletics de- 
feated the National League representatives at the Polo grounds this after- 
noon by a score of six runs to four. So complete was the supremacy of 
the Americen League champions in the initial contest that the victory ap- 
peared to be but a continuation of the series of 1911, When the Athletics 
won the title of that year from the Giants by four games out of six. As 
if to heighten the illusion there were several feature plays that might 
have been re-produced so closely did they resemble those of 24 months ago. 

The game was witnessed by @ gathering of spectators that taxed the 
capacity of the New York club stadium and swelled the coffers of those 
financially interested to the extent of more than $75,000. The exact 
number of fans who paid admission to the seats was 36,291 and the days’ 
receipts amounted to $75,255. These figures, as furnished by the National 
Commission, occasioned surprise for the attendance fell short by more 
than 2,000 of that of the first game of 1911, although so far as could be 


seen there appeared to be just as many persons present as was the case 
both inside and outside the baseball 


two years ago. Certainly the scenes 
arena equalled those of any preceding world’s series so rar as the gather- 
ing was concerned. Including those who witnessed the game in official 


capacity the attendance crossed the 40,000 mark and fully half that num- 
ber failed to gain access to the park. So great were the throngs that sur- 
rounded the Polo grounds that it was necessary to call out te police re- 
serves and discontinue the elevated_ railway service to the ground gates: 
in order that the crowds should not be augmented and get beyond the 


control of the police. 

Much of the local contingent of 
fandom was chagrined at the defeat 
of the Giants, there were none who 
could gainsay the mght of the Ath- 
letics to the fruits of victory in the 
opening clash of the 1913 champion- 
ship series. The Mackmen went about 
their task in a businesslike manner 
and before two hours had passed de- 
montrated ‘that for the day at least 
their’s was the better team, They 


merited Connie Mack's confidence. By 
outelassing both Marquard and Cran- 
dall he gave the Athletics the edge on 
two games since McGraw must use 
either Mathewson or Demaree or come 
back with Tesreau, while the leader 
of the Athletics has Plank, Shawkey, 
and Brown all available for the first 
game at Shibe Park.

Cousins Maguire purchased the land 
but took the deed in his own name, 


and on being requested by Cousins 
to transfer it to him, refused to do

lle therefore claimed to recover the 
$2500 with interest, or to have an or- 


der vesting the land in him, 
Maguire in his defence denied the 
receipt of the money from Cousins, 


and set up a breach by the latter of an 
agreement to find 4 permanent home 
for Maguire's family in Montgomery, 
Orange county, by reason of which 
Maguire had suffered damage. lor 
this breach he counterclaimed $5000 
calmages, 


A considerable amount of evidence 
on behalf of both parties was heard, 
and at the conclusion of the case Mr.
